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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

To summarize the election of record, applicant elected Group I drawn to 
processes for dispersing fluids in a mass of solid particles. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 21-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. There was no discussion in the original 
disclosure of a granulation process in which a water based air foam is combined with a 
set of particles without coating the particles. Thus it is not clear that applicant had 
possession of the method currently claimed at the time of the invention. 

Claims 21-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
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which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

The factors that may be considered in determining whether a disclosure would 
require undue experimentation are set forth by In re Wands , 8 USPQ2d 1400 (CAFC 
1 988) at 1 404 where the court set forth the eight factors to consider when assessing if a 
disclosure would have required undue experimentation. Citing Ex parte Forman , 230 
USPQ 546 (BdApIs 1986) at 547 the court recited eight factors: 

1) the quantity of experimentation necessary, 

2) the amount of direction or guidance provided, 

3) the presence or absence of working examples, 

4) the nature of the invention, 

5) the state of the prior art, 

6) the relative skill of those in the art, 

7) the predictability of the art, and 

8) the breadth of the claims. 

Each of these factors was considered in the analysis of the invention and those 
most pertinent are elaborated upon below: 

The claimed method recites a granulation process via "applying a water-based 
air foam to a powder of an average particle size of less than 1000 micrometers; mixing 
the foam and powder to agglomerate the particles without coating the particles 
[emphasis added]." It is not possible to combine a water-based foam with particles and 
not at least partially coat the particles. Even if the final product is not coated with the 
foam due to its absorption into the particles, the foam must still coat the surface of the 
particles for some period of time during the recited mixing process. 

The specification does not provide any examples or guidance regarding how the 
artisan of ordinary skill can combine a water based air foam with particles without 
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coating the particles. In fact, the specification recites that "depending on the type of 
surfactant and optional other components in the foam or in the solid particles, the 
components of the foam coat solid particles with or without agglomeration of the solid 
particles" (see page 10 lines 17-19). This recitation indicates that the foam coats the 
particles when practicing the invention as originally presented. 

Further, it was well known in the art of granulation that wet granulation 
processes result in the formation of liquid bridges between individual particles that allow 
them to agglomerate into the desired final product (see Ausburger et al. "Theory of 
Granulation." Handbook of Pharmaceutical Granulation Technology. Ed. Parikh. New 
York: Marcel Dekker, Inc. 1997 p 7-14 particularly page 12 paragraph 1-page 13). 
These liquid bridges necessarily coat the particle surface (see Ausburger et al. figure 1). 
The instantly claimed process is a wet granulation process. As a result, the practice of 
this invention as instantly recited would require undue experimentation because no 
amount of experimentation would allow the method to be practiced as claimed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants' arguments, filed December 3, 2010 have been fully considered but 
are moot in light of the new grounds of rejection. 

All previous grounds of rejection are hereby withdrawn and new rejections are 
represented that address the new claim limitations
